City Doubles Water Supply

Work lln I.xprrlm-nt Well Develops
Blg Possibilities In Nolving Supply

for both Cullnary and Irrigation
Purposes,

Some gratifying and most Important
results are comiug from the clty's
experiment In sluking for water in
the creek bed near the old Robluson

mill site. When work was stopped
geveral months ago, the hole wans 8
foet deep. Lust weck work was re-

sumed and this depth has been doubl,
ed, with the result of also doubling
the water supply, and todoy between
one and two sccond feet of water are
coming from the well, ns much as e
ordinarily used In the streams that
are used to Irrignte the clity lots.

Two sets of elght feet stuves have
been used and the third set has been
started. When the fourth set has
been used a depth of thirty feet will
have been reached, and those in charge
of the work predict that the well will
then be able to supply a continuous
sitream of at least three second feet,
a8 much as I8 used In a big Irrigation
stream. at the rate that water 1s he-
Ing sold by the Provo River Reserolr
Co. waler is worth $8,000 per second
feet. Tuking this as a basis the city
fathers think that $160, their expenses
to date, have been well spent.

The water I1s the well is about of
the same grade ns that now going
into the city system. The supply that
may be obtained from the well will
about equal that now being used In
the system. As it may be easlly cou
veyed into the eclty's settliug tank, the
doubling of the elty’s culinary supply
may be said to be an assured achleve-
ment.
